Frankfort, Ky., July 3 — ^Viola- 
tors of the Kentucky prohibition 
law may be able to pay their fine 
and thus avoid serving out any of 
the money penalty in jail, but 
even Avhen they have served out 
the jail sentence provided, they 
may not be able to gain their 
freedom, as a result of the Court 
of Appeals declaring the Rash- 
GuUion prohibition enforcement 
act constitutional. For under 
the law he must either gyve bond 
of from $l,0OOno $5^ in the 
discretion of the court, that he 
will not violatg. tlie law for 12 
months, or else serve ninety ad- 
ditional days in jail. 

The decision of the court was 
in the case of Matt Lakes whn 
sought a writ of jiroliilMtion to 
prevent the county judge of Mad- 
ison coun'ty trying him and at„ 
tacked the constitutionality of 
the law. The opinion of the court 
was sweeping, holding the law 
constitutional in every particular. 
OCficials here say that hundreds 
of cases held in al)eyance will 
now be tried. 

The law gives justices of the 
peace, police judges and ' county 
judges, as well as circuit courts, 
jurisdiction in lirinni- law viola- 
tion where the penalty does not | 
exceed $300 fine and 60 'rfays 'in j 
jail. Previously only, circuit ! 
:ourts could try the cases. and this 
was held by many to invalidate 
the enforcemcp.t of the constitu- 
tional provisions because of ne- 
cessary delays. The law was 
drawn in the office of Attorney 
General Charles I. Dawson. 

The law is said to be one of the 
stringent enforcement laws ih the 
United States. It authori.-:es peace 
officers to seize intoxicants wher- 
ever found and provides for 
search warrants of a sweeping 
nature. Not only are search war- 
rants provided for, but it also is 
provided that property seized un- 
der insufficient search warrants 
shall not be returned unless the 
owner proves in court that the li- 
quor w-as legally acquired. 

Except for corporations, the 
law does not permit a sentencr 
that does not include a jail sen^ 
tence. The minimum fine is $50 
and the maximum $500 on firsi 
offenses and the jail sentences 
not to exceed six months. 

The law provides that for man- 
ufacturing liquor illegally the inm 
ishment for the first oftense shall 
be a fine of $100 to $500 and two 
two six months in jail ; second of- 
fense ,one to five years in prison I 
and third offense two to ten years | 
in prisr.n. \
